The .--triker.s who tor the most part 
were couipo.-ed of Huns and Poles ma<lo 
sevt'ral utteiapts to persuade the ma- 
chinists to leave their work, but liiidiug 
themselves uuMUcco.ssful they began an 
attack uiAJu the machine .shop mtli 
stones autl suvh things as tliey could 
pick up. Tiie machinists for tiie most 
part stood their ground and gave the 
strikers as good as they se^t. The fight 
was ;j rowing wonB, nid broken heads 
and biuouy noses were growing very 
common, when the police, who had been 
sommoued when the tight first began, 
arnvud. They were under tlM com- 
mand of Captiiu Jenkim*. who at once 
madu a charge on ths mob with his 
handful of oiiicers. 

The strikers at first Nfnsed to give 
srooud una the police used their clubs 
beely. This did not liave the desired 
effect t^d Captain Jenkins ordered his 
men to draw their i-evolvers and Are 
over the beads of the strikers. As soon 
as this was done the mob bcdce and 
fled wildly from the premiMS of the 
company. Tne fight only lasted a few 
minutes and tbero was no more rioting. 

One of the minor oiHclals of the com* 
pany did not exactly agree with the 
cause of the strike as givei.i by Mr. For- 
sythe. He said: "The men who struck 
were hired tarce weeks ago to take the 
places of old employes who were being 



paid i<2. 10 a day and wlio w ould not 
wt i lc I'.r r;:e .■^. heJuio of ijl.

They 
were huci idi the contract VystSOl and 
had agn-e.in .it.^ for a year.

CONDlTIO^; OF CROPS. 

Rt-ports Made to the Wenther Unreaa at 
WMhlHgton. 

Wasbinqtom, Hay 8.— The weather 
bureau, in its review of weather crop 
conditions for tlie wet>k ended May H, 
says: (jeiierally the week has been 
ven- favorable. In the iiorthw^tTii 
states mueli needed ami, for the present, 
ample rams have fallen, w!i Ch, with 
nsmtlly liig.'i temper.ituies, have been 
exceptionally f.ivoraMe lor germination 
of seeds and rapid ^-lowth of all vegeta 
tion. Tlic heavy r.iius it the previous 
week have cau.sed delay in farm work 
in portions of the Carolinas, Virginia 
and Maryland. Rain is badly needed 
in Michigan, Uhio and the greater poT' 
tion of Pennsylyania. 

Corn ]>lanting is progressing rapidly 
during the week in the northern states 
and is generally reported as in proinis 
ing condition in the eentntl and south 
ern states, although considerable di'.m 
age has been done by cut worms in 
some sections. 

Cotton planting is about finished in 
the southern portion of the cotton region 
and is neariug completion in the north 
ern portion; it is coming up to a good 
stand cnltivntion is irell advanced. 

Winter wheat has bfen unfavorably 
affected by warm, dry weather in Mis- 
souri and Ohio; Illinois reports the crop 
iu excellent condition where rains have 
fallen; in Tennessee it is beginning to 
head. 

Tobacco plants are reported plentiful 
in Maryland; in Kentucky the beds 
have been injmed by iusect.s and iu 
Ohio the dry warm weather has retard- 
ed growth.

Alighting on 
her head, her brains were scattered over 
the sidewalk.

Afeaitnl sowun attracted every 
one in the neighborhood. A second 
later, her bou'y, head fommost, struck 
the pavement, 60 feet below. The re- 
mains, horribly mangled, wen takan to 
the morgue.

Ldi'iHViLLE, May 8.— The examining 
trial of Fulton Gordon, who killed his 
wife and Arch Dixon Brown a week 
ago, was up yesterday in the city court, 
roloiiel .lames Andrew Scott of Frank- 
fort was iire-ent at the retjuest of (iov- 
cnior Hrown, simply to hear the evi- 
dence, iin<l not with a view to further 
action. .Mr. Mariiia<hike Uuwden made 
a statement on behalf of the Hush fam- 
ily, in which he deelan d it was their 
intention *o take no part in the trial. 

The evidence produced was in >v\\- 
stancc the -anie as ha< .ilieady been 
published rey.irding the tr.i;,'edy. 'J'hi-re 
was a hot argument over the adniis.-ion 
jf (J irdon's statement to tiie oilicers 
ifter the Uilling, (Jonion's counsel 
rlainiing that he was in sucli a coiidi-

I supjiosed that if I had iii.idc 
out tho.~e V uctiers fcr 'extra -i-rvici s', 
we wo'..ai never liave heard of It .i><aiii, 
but I don't propose to do business that 
way."

Wlililu Fifteen .Uoiilh* Ms WUI Be Addc<l 
to Uur Mavjr. 

Wasiunoto-v, May. 8.— The six new 
gunboats for which plans have recently 
heen a-ppioved by the >ecretaiy of the 
navy willbeknowii as Nos. 10, 11, VI, i;i, 
1 1 .ind l."j until they are named by the 
►ecretary. It is tiie intention of '.lie 
L'onstruction bureau in preparing th 
siiecificatioiis to have the new boats 
•joiiiph'ted in the least possible time and 
it IS s.iid that they ought to be ready to 
go into comini.ssion within 13 months 
The uuvul bill provides that not more 
than two shall be built at any one yard, 
and some rivalry is likely among the 
firms securing fhe contracts to complete 
the boats as (quickly as possiUe. In- 
formation received at the department 
indicates that then will be some very 
spirited competition among thudiffannt 
yards, as the firms capable of doing the 
work have asked for complete and early 
ittformatiou as to plaos andveoilloa- 
tions.

The struggle is uow ou in 
earnest and it promises to be a long and 
a hard one. 

The Southwest Virginia Coal oom- 
pany issued circulars last night that it 
would pay all the men on Thursday, 
but no men who occupy the company 
houses would be paid until the house 
rents are paid for. As most of the 
houses hen an the company's nearly 
all the minen will be dispossessed. 
What this featun will lead to will be 
hard to fontell. 

The output yesterday was 80 cars of 
coal and 15 of coke.

Clkvsland, May 8.— General Man- 
ager A. G. Blair of the Wheeling and 
Lake Erie road which is a large owner 

of Ohio mining proper^, speakinc ^ 

the coal strixe says: 

"The Ohio operators will all pay 61 
cents per ton on the basis of 00 cents in 
the Pennsylvania fields. The miners 
came to the convention instructed to 
demand the old scale of 70 cents, or 19 
cents more than the price according to 
tha usual 0 cents differential between 
Ohio and pHunsylvauia. They finally 
came down to <iO cents and tliere they 
stopped. Tlie whole troulile is due to 
the selfishness of the Pennsylvania op- 
erators who wish to ffct the lake 
trade from Ohio without regard to tho 
cost of getting It, either to the 
Ohio miner oi operator. Of the sum- 
mer trade of the Ohio opt'rators fully f,,"> 
per cent Is to the hikes ;iud if is this 
trade tli.it the I'ennsylvanians want. To 
en.ible Ohio 'o get any of it, tlie ditter- 
eiitial of lime cents between Ohio and 
Pt'iinsylvania must Ije oliherved. The 
price of cents which Ohio offers is 
the pra e with the dilVerenf lal on the 
present I'enii.^vh ania rate. It has been 
the custom fur the two States to shlM 
this trade eoually Mid this Uhio is now 
willing to do.

The restraining order issued aonie 
weelKs ago in the suit commenced by Mr. 
Obarloi B. Fwm ogalMt tbo Sheriff and 
the Turnpike Commissioners was set 
aside and held for naught by Judge Hat- 
beeon. 

And then by oonaent of partiea, and in 
ordor to ezpedtto the litigation and iiave 
the question finally settled, the injunc- 
tion prayed for by plaintiti' was granted 
and then dlMolvod, and tUi plaintiff wai 
given twenty dayi time to apply to the 
Court of Appeals, for a re-instatement of 
the injunction. Such in brief is the re- 
sult of Tuesday's proceedings. The case 
came up bafore Jodge Harbeaon on the 
motion of defendants to set aside the re- 
fltrainin)? order issued, as the law pro- 
vides, by the Circuit Clerk on the filing 
of 'the rait 

It. was a battle royal between the law- 
yers. Some of the ablest attorneys of the 
local bar were arrayed against each 
other, and they were aMiited by two of 
the legal Ughti of Kentucky. For the 
plaintiff appeared Hon. Williaiu Lind- 
say, U. S. Senator and ex-Chief Justice of 
the Kentucky Court of Appeals, and 
Mam W. H. Wadiwortb, L. W. Bobert* 
aon and A* M. J* Cochran. The defend- 
ants were represented by Hun. W. H. 
Holt, Ex-Cbief Justice of the Kentucky 
Ooort of Appeals, and Ex-State Senator 
£. L. WortUngton, Judge Wall, County 
Attorney Adair and Mr. L. W. Galbraith. 

The points in dispute were simply ques- 
tions of law. No affidavits were ofiered, 
no piootintrodBoad. 

The arguments were conjimenced about 
ton o'clock. Two speeches were made 
on each side. The defendants had the 
opening and doling. 

Mr. Worthington opened the case for 
defendants and was followed by Mr. 
Cochran for plaintiti'. After dinner Sen 
ator Lindsay closed the arguments for 
plaintiff and was followed by Jadge Holt 
for defendants. 

The points relied upon hy each side 
were given by the Bulletin at some 
length shortly after the filing of the salt. 
Thase points were elaborately set forth 
and argued by the lawvers. 

The principal question in issue, how- 
ever, was whether the special sot of 1886 
under which the Turnpike Oommission- 
ors were elected and are proceeding and 
under which the levy was made, is now 
inforoa. 

The case was submitted to Judge Harw 

beson about 4 o'clock, and he promptly 

rendered his decision. He held that the 
special act referred to is still in force,— 
that the amendment to it in 1888 or 1889 
was a raaaaetmant of the original act, 
and that this act was not repealed by the 
general law passed in 1S94. He, there- 
foia, sat aside the restraining order. His 
opinion in full is as follows:

••■•oattly, which !■ approved by the court and 
accepted. And on motion of defeudaut.s to set 
Mlde said InltuiotlOBi to which plaintiff enteii 
hto eppearanoe, the InJuooUon U now dUtolved, 
the order of dlHolutlon not to take efltat before 
the expiration of tweatjr days from thli date, 
and lu the meantime leave Usranted to plaintiff 
to apply to a Judge of the Conrt of Appeala for 
reinatatement. 

The application for a reinstatement of 
the injunction will be made at Fraitkfort 
next Friday before Judge Bsselrigg, and 
the fight will be fought over again. The 
I will soon be definitely settled.
